DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

I. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

A. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

i. It is unclear what the meets and bounds of the claims are. In claim 1 , line 1 , 
applicant claims "the sealing member includes a fluoro resin and 10 parts by weight or 
more and 60 parts by weight or less of a filler". Is the filler more than 10 parts by 
weight? Less than 60 parts by weight? Or in a range between 10 and 60 parts by 
weight? Please clarify. 

ii. Claim 1, lines 17-20 and claim 3, lines 2-5 are unclear in the same manner as 
stated above. Please Clarify. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

II. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

Claims 1-3, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by JP 10-026143 (JP143). 

JP143 discloses a sealing device comprising a fixed ring (2) including a raceway 
groove. There is a seal (1 1 ) mounted groove formed to a shoulder of the raceway 
groove. There is a rotational ring (1 ) rotatable with respect to the fixed ring (2). There 
is a circumferential groove formed to the shoulder of the raceway groove of the 
rotational ring. There is an annular resilient sealing member fit into the seal-mounting 
groove (see The Figure). 

Examiner's Note: The limitations regarding the material of the plastic have not 
been considered at this time because it is unclear as to what is being claimed.
